ENGLAND IS SEEKING 
SHOWDOWN ON RUHR 


If France Declines Co-op- 
eration Britons Will Go 
It Alone and Put Onus of 
Break on French.

Paris, July 13.—France will refuse 
to join in any negotiations with Ger- 
many or consider any German offer 
until passive resistance has been of- 
ficially put to an end. 

Thus Premier Poincare, interview- 
ed Friday, reiterated his stand on 
the Ruhr and indirectly answered the 
English note even before its official 
arrival here. 

The French premier was interested 
to know whether England intends to 
exert pressure on Germany to cease 
passive resistance and stated belief 
that the British note will eludicate 
this point. 

He voiced hope that the United 
States would understand France's at- 
titude and approve his stand on the 
Ruhr. 

France has already replied to Eng- 
land's yuestionnaire regarding her at- 
titude, and Poincare pointed out that 
England must therefore be thorough- 
ly conversant with the urgent neces- 
sity of terminating German adminis- 
trative and governmental passive re- 
sistance before negotiations could. be 
entered into. 

He said he understood the British 
desire to shelter Germany from 
bankruptcy. © France, he said, is most 
grateful to America for her “semi- 
official support,” and expects a con- 
tinuation of practical help. 


BRITISH ASKING 
FOR SHOWDOWN).

London, July 12—Britain ha- 
chosen another method of exposing 
the real aims of France in the Rubr. 

Friday's matured reflection on Pre- 
mier Baldwin's geemingly calm state- 
ment Thursday placed that interpre- 
tation as one of the motives behind 
the speech, esp@cially as it is be 
lieved there is only the faintest chance 
that France wil} accept the British 
viewpoint as the basis of a joint reply 
to Germany. 

While the sentiments of Baldwin’s 
statement are almost unanimously in- 
dorsed here. it is pointed out his plans 
will probably prove futile» as Brit- 
ain acting’ Alone whi ”France oD- 
structs, can hard! ;aissipate the chaox 
the premier prescribes. 

It is now suggested that Baldwin, 
foreseeing such an outcome, decide:! 
on the proposal of a joint reply which 
might at least produce a showdow" 
on the French position. 

The British questionnaire on 
France's Ruhr attitude, and the sub- 
sequent diplomatic conversations, 
failed to do this. 

The British are most cautious 
the situation, desiring to assure that 
any break in the entente small nvt 
come from London, Further diple- 
matic maneuvers will be so executed 
2s to place the responsibility of such 
an eventuality on France. 

If Poincare turns down England's 
newest suggestion, Baldwin will he 
ahle to say that Britain has done 
everything within reason to reach an 


agreement and henceforth must pro- 
ceed along her own lines.

MADE BY FRENCH 


Troops Withdraw From 


Barmen After Seizing 
Number of Leading Citi- 
zens as Hostages. 


Dusseldorf, Julv 123.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —French troops today 
made a surprise raid on Barmen, 
outside of the eccupied area, as a 
punitive measure for the kidnaping 
on Wednesday of two French soldiers 
and the sniping, which is alleged 
to have been carried on by the Ger- 
mans against the forces of oceupa- 
tion, 

Detachments of infantry and .cav- 
alry, with one tank, a squadron of 
airplanes circling overhead, reached 
the town at 6 o'clock this morning 
and left five hours later with a group 
of hostages and a number of secret 
security police documents, seized at 
the citv hall. 

The French numbered about 600. 
They encountered no opposition, but 
heavy artillery had been stationed at 
the Rhur frontier, trained upon the 
town and ready for any eventuality.

For Income Tax 


The measure of Senator G. W. 
Lankford, of the Fifteenth district, 
providing for an income tax, was re- 
ported favorably by the senate’s fi- 
nance committee at Friday’s session. 

At its same session a bill by Sen- 
ator T. S. Mason, of the Thirtieth 
distri¢t, providing classification of 
property for taxation purposes, fe- 
ceived favorable consideration of the 
sernate’s finance committee. Both 
measures will be acted upon by the 
senate at its session Monday. 

Declaring that his measure would 
regulate the state’s taxation system 
and provide all the money necessary 
for maintenance of the state govern- 
ment, Senator Lankford predicted 
that his bill would be adopted by a 
large majority. 

“Adoptoin of my bill,” said Senator 
Lankford, “will insure a solution to 
ihe state’s taxation problems and will 
not work hardship upon anyone. It 
provides a _tax on incomes which is not 
to exceed 5 per cent; it allows reason- 
able exemptions for dependents, and 
allows taxpayers to receive credit off 
their income tax for the ad valorem 
tax paid the state.” 

After the introduction of two bills, 
one by Senator Davis of the Forty- 
second district, providing for amend- 
ment of the workmen’s compensation 
act so as to provide compensation for 
total incapacity, and the other by 
Senator Stovall, of the Twenty-ninth 
district, also seeking to amend the 
workmen’s compensation act so as to 
provide a salary of 1,200 per year for 
the attorney general, the senate ad- 
journed until 11 o'clock Monday 
morning.

Chicago, July 13. —Jesse Sweet- 
ser, of New York, national ama- 
teur golf champion, and Bobby 
Jones, of Atlanta. ‘runner-up in

Evans now holds. the title for 
the seventh time, and with the 
largest entry list in the history 
of the event expected. the contest 
promises to be one of the most 
exciting of the year. 


Inwood, N. Y., July 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Jock Hutchison, 
of Chicago, a genial Scot with eyes 
deep furrowed at the edges with laugh 
wrinkles, and Robert T. Jones, of Ar- 
lanta, a youth long famous in the 
golfing world, led a field of 77 as- 
pirants for the national open chain- 
pionship over 36 holes on the Inwood 
links today. Hutchison set a new rec- 
ord for the course, with his score of 
142, a 70 and a 72, and Jones was 
two strokes away with 144, a card 
that equalled Joe Nirkwood,s low 
mark in the qualifying round.

Hopeless cripples have been healed 
and victims of tuberculosis have been 
restored to health and other ills have 
been cured through faith in God and 
prayer. That’s what Rev. R. T. 
Richey, . of Houston, Texas, noted 
evangelist, told a Constitution re- 
porter Friday. Mr. Richey will open 
a series of méetings here in the audi- 
totium-armory Monday evening. 

At many of his meetings crutches, 
limb braces and other aids to the 
lame have been discarded and de- 
posited in huge piles before the altar 
where they regained physical health 
through the pragers of this evangelist, 
say reports from other cities. The 
blind have been made to see, the deaf 
to hear and the dumb to talk, it is 
stated. The evangelist does not rep- 
resent himself to the world as a mir- 
acle worker. He merely asserts that 
he is an instrument of God and that 
miracles are due to the sufferers’ 


faith. 
Cured from Blindness. 


Mr. Richey’s own story is no less 
interesting and wonderful than _ his 
work in aiding others. Twice did 
the Lord answer his prayers, he de- 
clares. First when he was stricken. 
and was rapidly on the roed to total 
blindness, he prayed. His eyesight was 
restored. During the war he con- 
tracted tuberculosis while preaching 
in army camps. After the best phys- 
icians in the country had pronounced 
his case hopeless. he prayed and he 
was soon made well and strong again 
and has suffered no more, he gays. 

His meetings are not confined to 
merely physical ‘healing. He heals 
the soul as well and thousands have 


through 
the prayers of the evangelist. 

Mabel Gifford, 14-year-old girl, of 
Collinsville, Okla.. had suffered with 
sleeping sickness for two months. Ef- 
forts of physicians to arouse her were 
to no avail, She was slowly being 
gathered in by the arms of death. 
During Mr. Richey’s revival in Tul- 
sa, Okla., the girl was brought to his 
tabernacle. Thousands were gathered 
around the cot. Prayers were offered 
for the girl. Men and women looked 
on, some with faith: and some with 
doubt, in breathless awe as they 
awaited the first sign. of conscious- 
ness. Then, witnesses say, the girl 
opened her eyes and arose from the 
cot. A shout of praise from ten 
thousands of throats rang out. Skep- 
tics said they believed and doubters 
praised God, it is stated.

Rer. L. Jones, Nazarene evangelist, 
it is declared, was summoned to te 
bedside of his brother from a dis- 
tance of 2,000 miles so that he might 
see him die.

LARGE HANDS. 

A year ago, a fashion vegan to creep 
in that shnuld be welcomed with joy 
by the woman with large hands.

Most candle 
shades however, are fan shape—semi- 
circles, that is, with a semi-circular 
piece cut out of the bottom—the di- 
ameter, that is, of the circle you’ve 
drawn and halved. That's a bit too 
much flare for a cuff on a dress, I'd 
suggest that you cut a straight cuff of 
naper, and pin fan shaped pleats in it, 
until it fits nicely around the wrist, 
with a becoming flare above. This can 
be laid flat, and the real pattern cut 
from it, with the pleats in it, will 
errve sufficiently. 

A gauntlet is only beceming on a 
straight fairly narrow sleeve, the nar- 
rower the better—a long sleeve, o: 
course, It looks best with a collarless 
rcwn, or one with a circular collar. tt 
shapes better in heavy materials such 
as serge or, if in silk, it may be lined 
and slightly stiffened. Its value is 
that it gives a deceptive line to the 
hand and arm, it seems to fit tightly, 
yet it dwarfs the hand, and makes it 
seem much smaller. And if it is in 
dark material, it will make the tan- 
ned or red hand seem whiter. 

Try gauntlet enffg for your autumn 
and winter dresses.

A survey of school needs by a com- 
mittee of legislators, elimination of 
mentally unfit students, adoption of 
the North Carolina tax system, and 
encouragement of industry were the 


four salient suggestions for solving 
Georgia’s educational probiems made 


by, four outstanding Georgians at 
the Friday longtable luncheon of the 
City club. 

The suggestions were made, re- 
spectively, by Dr. N. A. Ballard, 


state superintendent of schools; Dr. 
Harvey Cox, president ef Emory uni- 
versity; H. J. Elders, chairman of 
the hwuse committee on education in 
the Georgia general assembly, and 
Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of the 
xeorgia School of Technology and 
former state superintendent of schools. 


Claims Survey Is Needed. 


Dr. Ballard asserted that the first 
logical -step toward bringing Geor- 
gia’s school system to equality with 
systems of other states is a com- 
plete survey of the system as cotn- 
pared with others and survey of ways 
and means for making the needed im- 
provements. 

He advocated heavier local school 
taxation, declaring that Georgia now 
appropriates from the state treasury 
more money for common schools than 
any other state. He paid tribute 
to Representative Elders for his part 
in securing passage of the Elders- 
Carswell school tax law. 

Dr. Harvey Cox declared that the 
greatest weakness of modern educa- 
tion is its effort to train persons of 
all types of mentality on the basis 
of the needs of the average type. A 
result of this is that thousands of 
students who have not the intellee- 
tual capacity to go beyond the see- 
ond or third grades are dragged at 
tremendous expense through higher 
grades, exhausting school funds to no 
advantage to themselves or to tlie 
state.

Bringing pressure to bear upon the 
state legislatures to insure appropria- 
tion of sufficient funds to match fed- 
eral aid for agriculture extension 
work. 

Raising of a $100,000 loan fund in 
each state in the district which will 
be loaned ‘at 4 per cent to deserving 
boys and girls desiring to study agri- 
culture. 

Placing agricultural and home eco- 
nemie agents in each county in the 
federal reserve district to aid in plac- 
ing agriculture on a profitable basis.

“The proof of Christianity is not 
learning, it is living. Not logic linked 
and strong, but a love strong enough 
to overcome apathy, antipathy and 
unkindness: strong enough te teach 
men to think and let think; strong 
enough to melt prejuice and pride 
of opinion; strong enough to discover 
unities underlying diversities; and 
above all, to unite willing hands in 
the service of the bitter need of men.” 

Within Our Doors. 

Think of that prayer of Christ and 
“the bitter need” of our strife-torn 
world: then, consider these facts fac- 
ing us at, and within, our verv doors. 

In the United States, 58,000,000 
people. nominally Protestant, are not 
identified with any church. Not en- 
rolled in any Sundav school. and re- 
ceiving no systematie religious in- 
struction, are 27.000,000. and more 
or nominally Protestant homes, only 
of age. In non-chureh homes, 8,000.- 


000 nominally Protestant children are 
rowing up. 
° In the United States are 8,676,000 
Catholic children and youths under 
25 years of age. Of this number, 
1,870,000 are in religious schools ; 
6,806,000, or 78 per cent, are not. 
In this country are 1,630, Jew- 


) 


of 25. Of this number 87,0V0 are 
in religious schools, and 1,548,060, or 
95 er cent, are not. 

Of the 42,891,850 Protestant and 
nominally Protestant children and 
youths under 25 years of age in the 
United States, only 14,361,900 are 
enrolled in Sunday schools, or week- 
day religious school, while 27,275,110, 
or 66.5 per cent, are not so enrolled. 
Here in Georgia, according to 1917 
figures, we have 1,766,460 children 
under the age of 25. Of these, 6 
per cent are Catholic, 8 per cent Jew- 
ish and 1 per cent of some faith 
other than Protestant. Of the other 
98.5 per cent, who are in Protestant, 
or nominally Protest homes, only 
374,610, or 21.5 per cent. are enrolled 
in Sunday school, leaving 1,348,700 
Georgia children of nominal Proftest- 
ant parents receiving no systematic 
religious instruction. 

Worse yet, 57.3 ner cent of our 
pepole, or 1,658,458 Georgians, are re- 
ported as being members of no church 
at all. And in the majority of states, 
the proportion of non-church mem- 
bers is even greater than in Georgia.

If we give no thought to 
the multitudes of children growing 
up in ignorance of our Fatber in 
heaven, these little ones learning noth- 
ing of God's law of love. which is the 
basis of civilization and the founda- 
tion upon which rests America’s life 
and liberty, what can we expect of 
the future? 

Unbelief and ignorance bar the 
way to the kindgom. Let’s remove 
these stumbling blocks before all 
othres. 

When Christ bids us love even our 
enemies and prays that we may be one 
with each other and with Him, shall 
we not be denying, betraying and 
crucifying our Lord again, if we per- 
mit differenecs of opinions and per- 
sonal antagonisms to divide us into 
warring and disputing groups in the 
face of this overwhelming problem, 
which our Savior’s prayer shows can 
be solved in one wav. and in one way, 
only, namely, by the unity and love of 
those who follow Him? 

There can be only one answer. 

Therefore, we rejoice the more at 
the growing spirit of oneness in At- 
lanta. None ean view unmoved the 
great union meetings of the Lutheran, 
Christian. Baptist. Methodist, Episco- 
pal and Presbyterian churches of the 
Capitol Hill district. heing held every 
Sunday evening in the shadow of 
Georgia’s capitol on Washington 
street.

Ward enactment. 

Fought Hard Battle. 

It was a harder battle than th 
vote indicates. London, which iooks 
askance at any woman's doing much 
of anything in the public liime-lighc. 
was startled at the thought of the 
American peeress tackling its iiquid 
nourishment. The brewers issu~<l 
broadsides against Nancy. Handbills 
passed out by bartenders asked Brit- 
ish youth whether any blinkin’ Yan’ 
was going to rob them of their liquor. 

Diehards in commons evinced 
shocked amazement over the project. 

Lady Nancy fought on. Once, when 
a distinguished lord blocked discussion 
of her measure, she arose in commons, 
angry tears in her eyes, and proceeded 
oratorically to pummel him. 

The measure is the greatest legis!c- 
tive step of a prohibition charactur 
as yet undertaken in England. 
Amendments, however, have removed 
its teeth.
